went through here six days ago, did 
not leave a house, store nor even a 
hospital or a church standing. 
In 
Lyck, thirty miles south, and all the 
towns round about Goldap and Lyck, 
the same terrible 
conditions 
were 
found. 
These are not Belgian ru­ 
mors, but actual scenes. 
W& are on 
the ground and have obtained photo­ 
graphs before witnesses. 
No Excuse for Devastation. 
The Russian defeat in East Prus­ 
sia, which has already been told, was 
overwhelming, but the retreating col­ 
umns did damage which would never 
have been believed possible bj us had 
we not seen the evidence 
No Franc Tireurs There. 
There w as seemingly no excuse for 
this devastation, for there was no 
arm^ to oppose the Russian 
retreat 
and 
the 
whole 
population 
swears 
there was not a franc ti rear in any 
Of the towns. “Every store, bank hnd 
private residence in these towns has 
been looted carefully and systemati­ 
cally so that all the visible wealth cd 
the people was carried oft or destroy­ 
ed. 
^However, the mere destruction of 
property does not pistil re' the Russian 
excesses. 
Frail Flick. TS years old, 
*o weakened from tth& shock that she 
could not stand, told us the story of 
Russian Soldiers* attack on her. 
Sin 
-laid she was knocked down and then 
assailed by the men. 
Other women, 
some younger, told us how the Rus­ 
sian soldiers had' at- acked them. The 
story was common. 
Looted the Churches. 
The rooms occupied by the Russian 
general and his staff in Goldap was al­ 
most beyond description. 
Had we 
not been informed definitely they had 
used it we would have assumed it had 
been the home of pigs. 
In fact, its 
condition was such that the story can­ 
not be told in print, and it was hard 
to believe that high cheers of an 
army would live in such conditions. 
The altar of the German church in 
Goldap was torn to pieces by the sol­ 
diers, who looked for gold vessels of 
the mass. 
The library of the priest 
was destroyed in seeming wanton de­ 
struction. 
The destruction was so 
painstaking that imagination 
might 
picture it as the work 
of 
drunken 
apes.

Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 23.—It be­ 


came known last night that farmer 
members of the house have held a 
secret caucus and agreed to stand 
together in opposing 
any 
railroad 
rate increase. 
This is the first organized opposi­ 
tion to the railroad's in their fight for 
an increase in passenger rates, but 
it is likely to prove a most serious 
one. 
In fact, if those who attended 
the caucus stand pat it will mean 
defeat the railroads’ campaign. * 
The farmers got together in the 
adjournment over Sunday and yes­ 
terday while most of the city mem­ 
bers were at home. 
They called into 
the meeting only men who actually 
were farmers, or men who represent­ 
ed purely agricultural counties. Only 
one lawyer was present. Republicans 
and democrats alike attended the cau­ 
cus. 


Representative E .' F. Cornelius, of 
Dekalb county, presided and Repre­ 
sentative Wiley, of Clinton county, 
was secretary. 
The secrecy of the 
meeting was well guarded. 
When it 
was learned yesterday that the farm­ 
ers had got together, it was given out 
that they discussed methods of ad­ 
vancing certain farm bills. 
But last 
night it was learned that the railroad 
rate problem 
occupied 
the 
entire 
time of the caucus. 
It was explained by members who 
attended the meeting that some of 
tile new members had been stamped­ 
ed by the railroad petitions urging 
an increase in rates. 
It was pointed out that the peti­ 
tions bad been circulated by the rail­ 
roads and that the signers represent 
cd only a small part of the residents, 
of each county.

The caucus finally decided to op­ 
pose any rate increase until the rail- 
qjipally val- 
4 ihe max­ 
imum to two and one-half cents a 
rnile and leave it to the utility com­ 
mission to say whether that increase 
is justified was rejected by the meet­ 
ing. 
s 
Senator Carter, of Clark county, in­ 
troduced a resolution in the senate 
last afternoon calling 
on 
Attorney 
General Barker for an opinion as to 
the authority of the stae public ser­ 
vice commission to fix railroad rates 
independent of statutory rates, 
The resolution was laid over, but 
will be called up today, and it may 
conflict with a 
pending 
resolution 
which was offered by Senator Phelps. 
of Jasper county, last week, which is 
subject to action at any time. 
This question has 
been 
threshed 
over several times before the senate 
and house committees on railroads, 
arni the railroad 
attorneys 
always 
bring it up when there is a rate con­ 
troversy. 
Some lawyers contend that the is­ 
sue has.never been directly presented 
to the supreme court as to whether 
the legislature had the power to del­ 
egate rate making to the commission. 
In the friendly proceedings of the 
Missouri Southern Railroad company
